Annual  Report  for  1964 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1964o 

The  population  at  mid-year  1964  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  was 
32,310  which  is  an  increase  of  800  over  the  estimated  population  at  mid-year 
1963o  There  were  637  live-births , 86  more  than  in  1963,  and  a record  for  any 
years  16  births  or  2e51%  of  the  total  births  were  illegitimate o Rather  more 
than  one-third  of  all  the  births  took  place  at  home,  the  remainder  were  in 
hospital  or  nursing-homes  There  were  3 still-births  and  the  still-birth  rate 
was  4o69  per  thousand  live  and  still-births  compared  with  a rate  of  16*3  per 
thousand  live  and  still-births  for  England  and  Wales* 

There  were  312  deaths  from  all  causes  during  1964,  including  8 infant  deaths 
under  the  age  of  1 year*  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  12056  per  thousand 
live-births  which  is  well  below  the  corresponding  rate  of  20o0  for  England  and 
Wales o Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  increased  from  9 in  1963  to 
11  in  1964  and  there  were  67  deaths  from  coronary  disease  which  is  an  increase  of 
1 compared  with  the  preceding  year*  Although  it  has  been  known  for  many  years 
that  cigarette  smoking  is  a cause  of  lung  cancer  and  probably  contributes  to  the 
development  of  coronary  heart-disease,  and  although  the  number  of  deaths  from 
both  these  diseases  increases  year  by  year,  vet  nevertheless  cigarette  smoking 
continues  at  a high  level » Surely  all  of  us  , and  parents  in  particular,  have  an 
urgent  duty  to  discourage  young  people  from  lorming  the  dangerous  habit  of  cigarette 
smokingo  - Personal  example  may  well  be  our  most  potent  weapon  in  this  campaign^ 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  which  continued 
into  the  early  part  of  1964,  otherwise  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was 
extremely  low*  It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  again  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  or  acute  poliomyelitis*  There  is  no  doibt  that  the 
protection  of  a high  proportion  of  children  against  both  these  serious  illnesses 
by  immunisation  has  been  a major  factor  in  their  control*  There  is  equally  no 
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doubt  that  if  we  are  to  maintain  control  there  mast  be  no  falling  off  in  the 
immunisation  rateo  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  as  many  children  as- 
possible  are  protected  against  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis , whooping-cough  and 
tetanus  before  they  reach  the  age  of  12  monthso  Protection  is  available  at 
all  county  clinics  in  the  district  and  from  family  doctors  at  their  surgeries ° 
In  additions)  I visit  every  school  annually  to  give  booster  doses  to  children 
who  are  due  to  receive  them*  There  were  4 new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  2 new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year  compared  with  3 pulmonary  and  0 non=pulmonary  cases  in  1963 o 

The  Council0?  first  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  July  1st, 

1963°  Originally  the  Council  had  resolved  to  deal  with  the  remainder  of  the 
district  by  making  a series  of  five  Smoke  Control  Orders © However 9 because  of 
the  increased  cost  resulting  from  the  non-availability  of  gas-coke  for  future 
areas  the  programme  has  been  modified  and  the  district  has  been  divided  into 
eleven  smaller  areas  and  a Smoke  Control  Order  will  be  made  for  each  of  these 
in  turn,  thus  spreading  the  total  cost  over  a larger  periods.  The  survey  of  the 
second  area  has  now  been  started© 

All  premises  affected  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  were 
required  to  be  registered  by  May  1st,  1964,  and  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act 
came  into  force  on  August  1st,  1964©  331  premises  within  the  Urban  District 

have  been  registered  and  a small  number  had  been  inspected  before  the  end  of 
the  year©  A summary  of  the  defects  found  is  given  in  the  appropriate  section 
of  the  report© 

Finally,,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  unfailing  interest  in  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of 
the  district  and  for  their  continued  support  for  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department©  I am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  hard  work 
and  loyalty  throughout  the  year,  and  to  colleagues  in  other  departments  for 
their  willing  and  able  assistance  at  all  times©

The  Unit  made  its  second  visit  to  the  Bramhall  district 
between  the  23rd  September  and  the  11th  October,  1963,  the  previous 
visit  having  been  made  in  Septembers,  1959®  On  this  occasions,  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  combine  a public  survey  in  Bramhall  with 
an  industrial  survey  of  the  Hawker  Siddeley  Aviation  Ltdo,  works  at 
Woodford® 

The  Unit  set  up  at  two  centres  within  the  Hawker  Siddeley  works® 
The  Woodford  Community  Centre  and  the  Women’s  Conservative  Halle, 
Bramhall,  were  used  for  the  public  centres®  Mornings,  afternoon  and 
evening  sessions  were  arranged  and  the  programme  was  widely  advertised 
by  leaflets  distributed  to  households,  by  announcements  in  the  local 
press  and  by  posters®  No  arrangements  were  made  through  the  schools 
for  the  x~ray  of  school  children  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  and 
children  under  fifteen  and  expectant  mothers  were  excluded® 

A summary  of  the  results  of  the  survey  is  shown  in  the  following 
tables®  The  figures  shown  in  Table  I are  supplied  by  the  General 
Register  Office,  and  are  based  on  a ten  per  cent  sample  of  the  record 
cards  compiled  by  the  Unit  during  the  survey®  The  individual  figures 
are  therefore  not  strictly  accurate,  but  are  sufficient  to  indicate 
the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  examinees®  The  figures  shown  in 
the  other  tables  are  accurate,  having  been  completed  by  the  Unit  from 
the  individual  cards® 
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COMMENTS 


1)  The  total  number  x-rayed  was  higher  than  in  previous  surveys 
because*  for  the  first  time*  the  large  industrial  group  at  the 
Hawker  Siddeley  Works  was  included  in  the  survey*  whereas  in  the 
past*  it  has  been  taken  separately.*  The  number  of  the  public 
x-rayed  was  practically  identical  with  that  of  1959. 

2)  Six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  close  observation 
or  treatment  were  discovered  giving  an  incidence  of  1.3  per 
thousando  All  these  cases  came  from  the  Industrial  Group  and 
this  indicates  the  importance  of  surveying  this  group  regularly 
and*  if  necessary*  reducing  the  emphasis  on  public  sessions.. 

3)  Four  malignant  neoplastic  cases  were  found*  all  in  middle  aged 
to  elderly  males. 

4)  All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors*  the 
majority  for  further  investigations  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or 
Hospital.  Thanks  should  be  extended  to  all  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  concerned  and  particularly  to  Dr.  E„Ro  Smith  and  his 
chest  team  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the 
majority  of  these  new  cases . 


In  conclusion*  the  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  Urban 
District  Council*  Dr.  T.W«  Brindle*  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  his  staff*  whose  whole  hearted  co-operation  helped 
to  make  the  Unit's  visit  a success.

(ii)  Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from 
the  public  water  mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Boardo 


The  water 3 which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent pi umbo= 
solvent  action^  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs*,  treated  by 
mechanical  filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated*.  It  has 
been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantityo 


Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw 
water  and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply*,  the 
results  being  satisfactory*.  Chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly  of 
the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going  into  supply5  again  with 
satisfactory  results®

(iii)  Swimming  Baths 


The  District  has  one  privately  owned  Swimming  Bath,  situated 
in  Bramhall,  comprising  an  Outdoor  Pool  and  an  Indoor  Pool,  both  of 
which  are  open  to  the  public  and  are  used  by  Schools  during  the  season. 
During  the  year  further  works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  to  the 
dressing  cubicles. 

The  water  used  is  from  the  public  supply  and  purification  is  by 
continuous  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Visits  are  made  each  week  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  water 
for  chlorine  and  reaction,  the  tests  being  carried  out  at  the  time  of 
visit.  Bacteriological  samples  are  also  taken  at  regular  intervals  and 
are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  - all 
samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(iv)  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District,  and 
no  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

(v)  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

The  occupiers  of  three  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are 
licensed  to  use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops.  All  the  premises  were 
visited  during  the  year  and  conditions  found  were  satisfactory. 

(vi ) Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  the  Council's  Rodent  Operative  made  2572 
visits  and  inspections.  In  addition,  786  visits  and  inspections 
were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  types  of  properties 
have  been  inspected  and  treatments  carried  out  where  infestations 
were  discovered. 

The  Council's  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Works  and  Depots  were  regularly 
treated,  and  the  treatment  of  sewers  in  the  Urban  District  was  again 
carried  out,  all  with  good  results.
